Tariff disctimination, This is of special im- 
portance to the Australian Colonies as safe- 
guarding their interests and protecting 
Australian commerce with the islands, which 
are large enough to be important to the 
colonies.

CONTINENTAL OPINION ON LORD

_ The Standard’s Vienna, correspondent !an- 
nounces that the London Comespondent of
